The circu- 
lar states that a strict performance of cer- 
tain essential dutllea is expected, especially 
the reporting to the State Board of Health 
of cases of the contagious diseases which 
occur within their jurisdictions jand the 
preventive management of the Idftngerous 
contagious diseases. Needless meddling 
with private aflairs or offlciouaness will 
not be born by the people, but when it is 
clearly the duty of the health official to 
Interpose his authority to protect the pub- 
lic there should be no hesitation. 


When the people can be made to under- 


stand that a thing is for, their Interest or 
for the protection of their health it will 
rarely occur that they will fail to support 
the local board 'Of health.: | Tberefere Is 
seen the importance of the educational 
work which the sanitary author! ties are In 
a position to do. Before active steps are 
taken to abate a nuisance there should al- 
ways he the assurance that, It Is such In 
fact and that It can be proved to be such.
